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Message from the President - Linda m. Blair, NA1I 


The first two months of 2012 are now history. As far as ! can tell, so is the 
membership renewal rate for our Club. We seem to be on the verge of setting a 
new record. However, it is not the kind of record we want to set. The membership 
renewal rate appears to be at an all-time low for no apparent reason. Is it a 
belated effect of the economy, or something else? While it is true that we, as 
Amateur Radio Operators, are generally an aging sector of the general population 
and most clubs, if not all, suffer from this to some extent, it seems that our 
membership renewal rate should not vary that significantly. 


Why does this matter? Membership dues are our primary source of funds. 
Without sufficient funding we will be sorely restricted as to what activities we can 
offer or participate in. These include such things as Field Day and our Holiday 
Party. We will also be less able to contribute to other organizations that assist us 
in one way or another. Our hobby is technology based and to remain current, 
from time to time we need to purchase new equipment. So, we need a certain 
amount of cash. 


So if the Club is to survive we either need to see a substantial increase in 
membership renewals/new members or we will be compelled to make major 
changes in the way we do business. One such change could be an increase in dues. 
Personally, | do not favor this, but if it has to be done, we will do it. Since we are an 
organization of volunteers and almost all of our labor is donated, we have very few 
expenses that we can cut. Therefore, we must either increase our revenue stream or 
cut expenses where we can, or both. 


If this means reducing member benefits, so be it. However, for more than two years 
now we have had a member benefit available that just is not being used. That is the 
Boston ARC Yahoo Group. This is a benefit that does not cost us anything, but only 
has value if it is being used. The intent of this group is for it to be a forum where 
members can interact with each other regarding Club business, information 
exchange, especially technical information, reports, including pictures, of Club 
events, and just about anything else relevant to the Club and its activities. If you are 
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not a member of this group and would like to be, please feel free to e-mail me and | will send you an invitation to join. If 
you are a member and just do not use it, | would like to know why. Again, please e-mail me and let me know how you feel 


about the issue. 


We need more active members to lighten the workload for others. Today we have only a handful of members that are 
doing everything they can to keep the Club going. They are overloaded and need help. We must have leadership. We must 
also have members who can and will perform the various necessary support tasks. These can range from organizing and 
leading public service events to conducting Exam sessions for ham licensing and to keeping our repeaters properly 


functioning. It is as a chain that must have all links intact and strong. 


Although we are well accustomed to multi-tasking, we are overusing that concept and the links in the chain are weakening. 
BARC is a very small somewhat close-knit group with only a hundred or so members that now seems to be further 
diminishing. We depend upon our small core of members to keep the organization running, but that is no longer enough.

March Meeting - “CERT” 
Note: Date Change March 14 for the General Meeting (Wednesday evening) 


Join us on Wednesday, March 14 to find out more about what functions the Brookline Community Emergency Response 
Team (CERT) provides. The Brookline CERT program, part of the Federal Emergency Management Agency's Citizen Corp 
Program, helps train residents to be better prepared to respond to emergency situations in the community. 


When emergencies occur, trained CERT members can give critical support to first responders, provide immediate 
assistance to victims, and organize spontaneous volunteers at a disaster site. CERT members can also help with non- 
emergency projects that help improve the safety of the community. The Brookline CERT has responded to a variety of 
emergencies over the last several years. 


The CERT concept was developed and implemented by the Los Angeles City Fire Department in 1985. FEMA made this 
training available nationally in 1993. Since this time, CERT programs have been established in more than 340 communities 
in 45 states. 


The Town of Brookline's CERT team now consists of 125 trained and dedicated volunteers who are willing to assist 
emergency response personnel in times of crisis. CERT trainees receive a 10 week training program that includes 
emergency response procedures, basic fire suppression, CPR/AED and first aid, Red Cross Shelter Operations, mass care, 
communications and other skills that can be utilized to assist emergency responders during a critical incident.

The meeting was brought to order by the President at 19:00. 

President’s Business: Linda NA1I, appointed Geri Duff, KB1ISG to the Executive Committee. 
Treasurer’s Report: Jim, N1ICN, reported that the bank balance was $ 2,273.63 as of March 1. 
Secretary's Report: Jim, KB1JKJ, stated that there was nothing to report since the last Business meeting. 
Membership Services Report: 


Linda, NA1I, reported that there are no known new members to report at this time and that the new ham welcome 
letter is being handed out at the VE sessions. 


A motion was made to have Jim Bradley, as Secretary, keep the master data base of club members. As such, all new 
membership information will first go to Jim. 


This motion is in accordance the clubs bylaws and will off load tasks and duties from Bob WA1IDA as requested. It was 
noted that the membership information could then be sent to Bob who may, if he chooses to do so, act as Historian. It 
was also noted that Mike Ardai will need to be notified if this is passed because he currently processes some 
membership forms. It was also suggested that master data base be stored on the internet where the officers could 
have access to it. Final discussion as where, as Google Doc or in password section of the clubs website will be made at 
a later date. This motion passed unanimously. 


There was additional conversation around current lack of renewals, and way to get members to renew. The Renewal 
notice will be moved to the first page of the March issue of The SPARC, and editor will look at the possibility of doing a 
mail merge in the April issue to those that have not renewed.

Public Service: 


The Club needs a Public Service Coordinator but we simply do not have any single person willing and qualified to 
assume this position. Therefore, the following proposal was offered as a solution by Hank, K1QK 


Public Service events will be coordinated by an Event Coordinator selected and approved by the Executive Committee. 
Rick Savage will coordinate the MS walks and Jim Bradley the Brain Tumor ride. Bob Salow will coordinate the BAA 
events and the Run of the Charles. Coordinate is defined as: All activities associated with the event from solicitation of 
hams to the "thank you's". Jim, KB1JKJ, will serve as the Public Service Liaison and will assist the Event Coordinators by 
use of an event planning kit which will sample letters for the recruitment of hams and for seeking permission to use 
repeaters for events, along with a timeline for the event. 


The above proposal was made into a motion by Jim, KB1JKJ and was approved unanimously. 
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Old Business: 


Disposition of donated equipment: The Club received a donation of two old tube-type receivers and an Alpha 374 amp. 
One of the receivers was given out as a door prize at the February General Meeting. The other receiver and the amp 
are in the club’s possession.

The Best Buddies International is looking to recruit ham radio operators to volunteer for the thirteenth annual Audi Best 
Buddies Challenge: Hyannis Port on Saturday, June 2, 2012. 


Best Buddies Challenge: Hyannis Port consists of three bicycle rides; 100, 50, or 20-miles which wind through the New 
England countryside. The 100 mile ride goes from Boston to Hyannis Port, MA. The 50 and 20-mile routes are contained 
within the 100 route, all ending at Hyannis Port. 


Assignments will be at five rest stops, in six sweep and recovery vans, and at the Craigville Beach finish area in Hyannis 
Port. This is an all-day event; the 100 mile ride starts at 0730 and the route closes at 1630. Some assignments will start at 
0630 depending on the location. 


Due to the length of the route a mobile radio is preferred. Hams assigned to sweep and recovery vans should also have a 
mag mount antenna. Assignments at Rest Stops may use handheld radios, but should have access to a mobile radio, along 
with sufficient batteries for your radio, including your mobile. 


All volunteers will receive a volunteer t-shirt, food and beverages after the ride at finish area, and that warm fuzzy feeling 
you get from doing a good thing! Transportation back to the start will be provided for hams assigned to sweep and 
recovery vans. 


Unfortunately, due to capacity limitations, volunteers are not permitted to attend the post ride lobster bake and concert 
without meeting the same $1550 fundraising goal of the riders, walkers, and runners. 


This will be the second time hams will be used for this event. Your participation in this event will help to ensure the safety 
of the riders and make this event a success.
